( aes president of the building trades department 

of the American Federation of Labor is in Chi- 
cago along with a number of national presidents of 
building trades unions. They are attempting to 
straighten out the tangle now existing in this city 
where thirteen building trades unions some time ago 
were placed on an open shop basis by the Citizens 
Committee to Enforce the Landis Award. Just what 
will be accomplished and how it will be done remains 
to be seen. The firm stand that the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee took and the determination with which it has 
carried out their plans have proved to the thinking 
leaders of unionism that there is a limit to sluggings, 
bombings, extortions, make-work rules, work limita- 
tions, and jurisdictional squabbles beyond which they 
cannot go, or an aroused public opinion, functioning 
through an effective organization, will wreck union- 
ism, which may not be such a desirable result. The 
right of labor to organize to further its own interests 
is a well recognized American principle of which 
employers must not lose sight. And it is also a fact 
that a large proportion of the rank and file of union 
men as well as many of their leaders are sound 
American citizens, who are being discredited by the 
acts of certain lawless radicals. There will always 
be differences to settle between capital and labor, 
but it is time that both learn that protracted strikes, 
violence and rules that either grind down labor, or, 
that on the other hand arbitrarily decrease produc- 
tion, can only result in serious losses to both.

SERVICE THAT WINS PUBLIC INTEREST AND 
APPROVAL. 


VERY trade, aor a or business worthy of 
the name has problems that confront it which it 
must continually strive to solve, and regarding which 
it must inform the public in order to enjoy the full 
measure of respect and confidence to which it is 
entitled. Because it is comparatively easy to enter 
the plumbing and heating business, every now and 
then incompetent and unscrupulous men set out to 
get business using any and all methods fair or unfair 
to get it, and having obtained it proceed to do the 
work in a most unsatisfactory manner using defective 
material and poor workmanship. The trouble is that 
by the time serious trouble with a job of this kind

begins, the one who did it is either out of business, 
cannot be found, or is financially irresponsible. 

The result is that the odium of the whole affair 
falls on the plumbing and heating industry, and on 
the contractors in particular. There are ways, how- 
ever, for the contractors to protect themselves from 
the unfavorable reaction caused by the acts of un- 
scrupulous men whether they be tradesmen, builders, 
or material men. The one adopted by the Associa- 
tion of Sanitary and Heating Engineers, of Muncie, 
Indiana, seems to be a particularly good one and 
worthy of the emulation of other associations. 

A short time ago the council of that city repealed 
the old building code and adopted a new one that 
provides little protection to the home builder from 
unscrupulous building contractors, material dealers, 
and trade contractors. In order to reassure and pro- 
tect the home builders and prospective home builders, 
the association announced through the local press 
that it would guarantee the work of its members and 
that after July 15th agrees to adjust without charge 
to the owner any reasonable complaint due to de- 
fective workmanship or material or to overcharges 
on any work done by its members providing a de-

action has been the subject of much favorable com- 


tailed complaint is filed with the secretary. 
ment, the newspapers designating it as a most pro- 
gressive step and an evidence of very high business 
standards on the part of the members of the associa- 
tion. Acts of this kind will do much to gain for the 
plumbing and heating business the recognition to 
which it is satan entitled.

Principal and Not Agents Liable for Plumbing. 

In an action brought by parties doing business under the 
name ot a plumbing company to recover a balance alleged to 
be due tor plumbing done on a house, where a judgment 
was obtained, the evidence showed that the contract for erect 
ing the building was made between the owner and a corpora 
tion, and that a partnership 
corporation to supervise the building of the 


firm was employed by the

Reporter, 695), that the members of said firm, as agents, were 
not hable for the amount due for the plumbing. The court 
says that when a contract is made by a known agent for the 
benefit of a disclosed principal, and the agent does not 
expressly bind himself, the assumption 1s that he intends only 
to bind his principal. 

Where the promise is made in the name ot a principal 


who might have authorized it as his contract, the better 
opinion is that the agent cannot be held liable upon the con- 
tract of warranty or indemnity, even in the case of a written 
contract, where the assumed relation of agency appears upon 
the face of it. 

Moreover, it is immaterial whether the agent disclosed his 
character or his principal, if it be actually known at the time 
to the party with whom he ts dealing or if facts surrounding 
the transaction are sufficient to put the other party upon 
notice of inquiry of the existence ot a principal. 

And, in the absence of a plea-and proof that the agent 
bound himself individually as a guarantor or indemnitor, a 
third person cannot recover against such agent and the prin- 
cipal, too, even though the agent did not disclose his principal 
at the time of the making of the contract. Where a suit ts 
brought against the agent of an undisclosed principal, and 
the agent discloses his principal, who is thereupon brought in 
as a party, and the plaintiff established a case against the 
agent and the principal, he must elect which of the two he 
will ask judgment against. 

If in this case the agents did not disclose their principal, 
the plaintiff, after discovering who the principal was, would 
have been forced to an election as to which one of the two 
he would seek a recovery against. If the principal was dis 
closed before the work was done, the plaintiff would be en- 
titled to recover only against the principal. But 
believes that the evidence in this case disclosed that at the 
time ot the contract, or at least before the work was done, the 
plaintiff knew that the firm employed to supervise the build- 


ing were acting as agents for the contractor, in which event

they would not be liable, so that as to them the judgment 
obtained by the plaintiff is reversed, but left to stand against 
the contractor.

Regarding sketch Fig. 1, both heaters are connected up 
o that they may heat both boilers. The water-back really 
acts as a booster to the furnace coil when it is going, and 
acts alone to heat the water when the heater fire is out. Cold 
water 1s fed to the upper boiler only. The circulation enters 
lower boiler through the inner tube. 

With this arrangement it 1s possible to draw off all hot 
water trom the upper boiler, leaving the lower one hot, if 
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the circulation piping between the boilers 1s only 34-1nch. 
It appears to us that these should be l-inch to allow a more 
free circulation between boilers. 

In Fig. 2 we have the same booster principle applied in a 
simplified torm. In this also we would recommend 11-inch 
piping from boiler to boiler.

Oral Proof of Fraud in Connection with Written Contracts. 

the Supreme Court ot Nebraska says that the rule that 
evidence of an oral promise cannot be shown for the purpose 
of enlarging or changing a written contract, where the action 
is one to enforce the contract, is not applicable where the 
action is in fraud to rescind the contract and to prove the 
oral promise as the fraudulent representation which acted 


s the inducement to the contract. 


but the court says that, though it 1s proper to resort to 
oral and other extrinsic evidence to explain ambiguities 01 
to mterpret written contracts, which are plainly open. to 
explanation or construction, still it is stating the rule too 
broadly to say that when the execution of a written contract, 
which is complete on its face and certain in its terms, has 
been induced upon the faith of an oral stipulation, made at 
the time, such oral stipulation may properly be shown to 
supplement the writing, and that such oral stipulation may 
be enforced as a part of the contract, in order to prevent 
traud 

The very purpose of putting contracts in writing is to 
attain complete certainty of obligation and to prevent fraud 
The stipulations ot oral contracts depend tor their proof, not 
only upon the memory, but largely upon the truthfulness 
and moral character ot the parties bound. Hence, oral con 
tracts give more opportunity for fraud. To allow. oral 
stipulations to be added to written contracts would largely 
destroy the salutary effect ot the oral evidence rule. When 
fraudulent promises act as the inducement to the execution 
of a written contract, the remedy is tor fraud, and not upon 
the oral promise as a contractual obligation, for the oral 
tfrromise as an obligation has become merged in the written 
agreement and cannot as such, legally be proved. 

It is quite generally held that a provision in a contract, to 
the effect that the agent cannot bind the company by any 
representations, statements or agreements, will not relieve 
the principal from responsibility for the fraudulent repr: 
sentations, as to the subject-matter of the contract, made 
by the agent, since such representations are within the scope 
of the agent's actual or ostensible authority. Where he 
tuakes false representations concerning the subject-matter o! 
the contract as distinguished at least from the agreements 
and promises which are to be undertaken, the company 1s 
responsible, and the buyer, when injured, may rescind the 
contract on the ground of fraud.—Schuster v. North American 
Hotel Co. et al., 186 Northwestern Reporter, &7.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR JUNE, 1922. 


Official Returns Continue to Show Increased Gain in 
Building Construction. 

The official reports trom 196 cities to The American Con 
tractor show that during June 63,658 permits were issued 
whose total estimated valuation 1s $251,639,839, Returns 
trom the same cities tor June, 1921, wave an estimated 
valuation of $147,230,170. Returns from 199 cities for May 
of this year in estimated valuation totaled $247,192,158. It 
must be added that May returns showed a sixteen per cent 
gain over April returns. 

The June gain is more pronounced in the larger cities. 
This is proved that when 196 cities for June are compared 
with 199, cities for May, very slightly less than a five million 
dollar gain 1s shown, whereas in 48 of the large cities show 
a twelve million dollar gain in June over May. The dit 
ference, of course, 1s made up by actual June losses in cities 
not appearing in the larger cities class.

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Steel and Iron. 

Disorganized transportation resulting trom the railway 
shopmen’s strike is menacing the steel industry and has al 
ready resulted in the banking of four blast furnaces in the 
Mahoning Valley. The Republic Iron and Steel Company 
has been ,compelled to suspend its Bessemer department 
which has been in operation only since July 5. It has also 
reduced the number of its active tube mills from six to five. 
Other companies, likewise, are curtailing. The Brier Hill 
Steel Company has banked one of its three active blast fur 
naces, while the 600-ton stack of the Turnbull-Clhifs Furnace 
Company at Warren, O., is down. 

Mills in the Pittsburgh and Wheeling districts seem to be 
unaffected so far, and are reported to have 40 to 60 days’ 
supplies of coal on hand. These operators have the advan- 
tage of the Monongahela and Ohio rivers tor bringing in 
coal trom the non-union fields, which makes them indepen- 
dent of the railroads. Unless the situation improves in 
Youngstown, other and more serious suspensions are pre 
dicted. Meanwhile Mahoning Valley interests are making 
every effort to maintain production, and are resorting to the 
use of fuel oil, tar and gas wherever possible. Substantial 
shipments of fuel oil are coming through. The Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube Company is using fuel oil altogether in its 
open hearth furnaces. Apparently, the principal difficulty 
has come through the inability of roads tapping the mines 
in West Virginia and Kentucky to resist the strike. Before 
the shopmen walked out, such connecting carriers had been 
operating considerably in excess of capacity, because of the 
larger coal shipments to the industrial sections from southern 
mines. Accordingly, the shopmen’s strike found them un- 
able to meet the strain of the situation. In consequence, there 
has been a serious interruption to inbound coal shipments 
in the Youngstown territory, the stoppage coming almost 
overnight. Some coal is moving into the district, but on a 
much smaller scale, and Mahoning Valley independents are 
depending on this movement and reserve supplies to main- 
tain current operations. There has been comparatively little 
interference with outbound shipments of steel, while the ore 
movement from lake docks to inland furnaces has not been 
largely affected. 

As opposed to the Youngstown situation the reports from 
the Shenango Valley are most optimistic, and indicate that 
mills of the United States Steel Corporation are operating 
at nearly one hundred per cent capacity despite the coal and 
railroad strikes. The sheet and tinplate works of the Ameri 
can Sheet and Tinplate Company are operating at full 
capacity. The Carnegie Steel Company is operating at 
capacity with the exception of two open hearth furnaces and 
the skelp mill. Shortage of steel is the reason given for 
the idleness of the skelp mill. The Farrell works of the 
\merican Steel and Wire Company is running at normal 
capacity. 

Meanwhile there is little contraction of business, al- 
though buyers are of course hesitant in view of the uncer- 
tainty of production. Makers likewise decline to commit 
themselves with respect to deliveries. Should a_ heavy 
demand for pig iron set in prices would go skyrocketing. 
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\s it is, prices are tending higher and it is increasingly dith 
cult to obtain material at the recent minimum tigures lor 
instance, in Pennsylvania the base price is more nearly $26 
than $25. A central Pennsylvania furnace sells 2X Iron at $28, 
which is at least $1 highe Importers of foreign tron are 
seeing their opportunity for pressing foreign iron on. the 
market and are meeting with great success \t Youngs 
town the price for basic 1s $25, minimum, and higher prices 
are predicted.

Almost all of 
the building that 1s being done now includes built-in tubs for 
the bathrooms instead ot the old style. Brass is moving very 
well, keeping pace with the demand for other finishing ma 
terials.” 

J. M. Weil, of the Weil-Mciain Co., says, ‘We are having 
the heaviest demand on finishing material. The heating sea 
son is opening up a little ahead of time, and there is a good 
demand for boilers and radiation. Steel pipe is very difficult 
to obtain, but outside of that we are able to get enough mate 
rial to kcep up with our customers’ demands.” 

There is a general feeling among the representatives of 
manutacturers of pipe and of enameled iron ware that the coal! 
and rail strikes are going to have a very serious effect on 
the market unless they are soon settled. The blast furnaces 
of the A. M. Byers Co. are shut down entirely and it is ex 
pected that within a short time the rest of the mill will be 
obliged to follow. suit Very little coal is obtainable and 


much of that which can be bought is hardly fit for use. 


In the New York Supply Market. 

New York, N. Y., July 22nd—With demand still fairly 
good and prices holding firm—in the case of brass manu 
lactured goods an advance is forecasted—the New York 
plumbing and heating supply market continues optimistic. 
ihe fly in the ointment, according to some of the leading 
jobbers, 1s the high price level of soil pipe, which, according 
to these supposedly well-informed people, is higher than is 
justified and is actually holding back prospective home- 
builders. Manufacturers, as might be expected, contest this 
view, claiming that the new wage schedules demanded by 
labor at the mills more than justify all the advances made 
1” this commodity 

Soil pipe continues to be the feature of this market, de- 
mand being decidedly active and supplies hard to obtain 
Many jobbers are actually over-sold and manufacturers are 
still finding it necessary to attend to their regular customers 
and leave others to take their chances. If, as stated, certain 
prospective builders are holding back because of the excessive 
price level ot this line of supply, it must be admitted that 
there is a considerable volume of work in hand. In several 
recent months al! high records have been beaten. 

Brass manutactured goods have been rather more activ: 
lately, and this condition 1s reflected in a general stiffening 
ot prices, which some say is likely to materialize in new 
price levels. No individual jobber likes to be quoted to this 
ettect. It is merely that the feeling 1s “in the air.” 

Enameled goods continue scarce against a growing demand 
and prices in this line are standing very firm. Apparentl; 
in this case an advance is not anticipated but the market is 
so uncertain that anything may happen. 

Wrought iron pipe maintains a fair level of activity, with 
prices holding firm. Inquiries are plentiful but in many case: 
they do not appear to come to anything; the explanation b: 
ing that buyers are searching the market very thoroughl: 
betore placing their business.

Mr. Partridge calls attention to the fact that a precisely 
similar case was brought by the carpenters last year before 
judge McAfee, who decided that such action in furtherance 
of trade disputes was not illegal conspiracy. The attorne) 
further calls attention to the fact that the Supreme Court o 
the State ot California has held that a secondary boycot 
is legal. This is in direct contravention of the decision o 
Judge Tatt, ot the United States Supreme Court. Bur 
the defendants in this case contend that if the Labor Unions 
may under the law indulge in a secondary boycott, so also 
may the material men. While on some ground the case 
might be taken to the United States Supreme Court, they 
are satistied that they are legally in the right and that this 
course will not be necessary. The serving of warrants on

the firms, of course simply carries a judgment in the nature 
of a fine, in case of conviction. In the present case, the 
officers ot the firms have also been arrested. 

Mr. A. Lettich, seen at his shop, stated that he really 
knew little of the legal merits of the controversy, as that 
was in the hands of the lawyers. But he felt that he was 
right. “Il have no objection,” he says, “to any man hiring 
non-union men if he wishes. I will hire them myself if | 
feel that I need them; but I claim the right, as an American, 
to hire Union men if I prefer them. And I do prefer them, 
because these men have always given me good service. i 
course, these men [the Exchange] can break any one 
financially, but if the people of California do not want me 
to do plumbing, without sacrificing what I believe to be 
good American principles, then I will do something else 
[If necessary, I can go out and sweep streets.” Mr. Lettich 
manifested more interest in the controversial right of the 
thing, than any spirit of bitterness. In fact he says, “lI 
haven't any ill-feeling toward these men personally. Many 
of them are very pleasant and I like to meet them.” 

As on the other hand there is a good deal of broad and 
genial good-will among those contending for the American 
Plan, there is much reason to hope that in spite of the legal! 
battle, now being waged, which is in reality but a clear 
cut question of legal right, some peaceful end of the contro 
versy may be had. Meanwhile, the decision of the courts 
will be awaited with more than local interest.

SAN FRANCISCO APPRENTICESHIP SCHOOL A 
GOING CONCERN. 

The apprentice training school in San Francisco is one of 
the most vital and important of all the activities undertaken 
by the Master Plumbers’ Association in the city by the 
Golden Gate. While the instructor in charge is on a vacation, 
W. P. Goss, president of the Association, keeps the school 
humming right along, with an ability and intelligence that 
would be difficult to surpass. 

The importance of the apprenticeship question is stressed 
in California by more than ordinary conditions. For many 
years, the financial resources of the state have been turned 
chiefly to the development of lands and orchards, of mines 
and oil, of power and various means of transportation of 
state and national and trans-pacific trade and commerce. 
Building there has been only what was absolutely necessary. 

Under these conditions, California has not felt any short- 
age of skilled labor. If a shortage threatened, it was easily 
supplied from the East. So the limitation of apprentices by 
the union, the inconvenience of a dearth of skilled artizans, 
caused little apprehension. But suddenly, the whole situation 
has veered. The turning of vast capital to Pacific coast in 
dustrial enterprises, the consequent demand for factory and 
warehouse construction, the necessity of doubling or trebling 
office room, the driving of tens of thousands into the building 
of homes to escape the vampire of high rents, all have tended 
to created over night a demand for skilled labor far beyond 
the supply on hand, or any supply in sight. Slowly perhaps, 
but surely, the master plumbers rubbed their eyes and awoke 
to the fact that they could not do plumbing without plumbers, 
and that they could not have plumbers without apprentices 
and training. Then the plumbers’ strike hit them between 
the eyes, and forced home these truths with emphasis, for 
had not the union in every possible way restricted the train. 
ing of apprentices? 

‘Talk about extension work,” says Mr. Goss in substance, 
Talk about selling the idea of sanitation and better plumbing, 
What use is all this, if you have not the plumbers to deliver 
the goods? Right now we have master plumbers who are 
saying they do not want any more work, as they haven't 
enough men to do the work on hand. And this is true, 
even though no strike existed. We may as well face the fact 
that with a general boom on there is a shortage, due to our 
past restrictive apprenticeship system in the supply of skilled 
workmen in almost every line. And the first thing to do is

to change this. And the short-cut, the only short cut to 
this end is the apprentice training school. In this school 
we give to every American boy the right he ought to have, 
the right to learn and follow the trade of his choice.” 

Explaining the work actually being done, Mr. Goss says,
